Brown disagree with that part of the 
opinion of the majority. Doctor Ames 
was charged and convicted in the dis- 
trict court of Hennepb county of re- 
ceiving money -illegally as mayor of 
Minneapolis from -women. 


He was indicted for that offense 


February 4. 1903, and after a trial of 
several weeks during much sensation- 
al testimony was introduced, was found 
guilty and sentenced to a term of six 
years in -prison. An appeal was taken 
to the supreme court on the ground 
that the indictment was not properly 
<!rawn, in that it charged more than 
une crime. This contention was sus- 


tained by the supreme court today. 
Dr. Ames was mayor of Minneapolis 
four times. 


Tho case was reversed and during 


her* release oa bond 
last February, 


she married Jno. Kramer an attorney, 
•who h«d defended her brother, Will 
Prince, who later was convicted on a 
charge of conspiring with the defend- 
ant to hill Kennedy. Mrs. Kennedy 
killed Kennedy, who -was a local agent 
for the Merchants Dispatch Transpor- 
tation Company, a month after they 
had been married. He had refused to 
live with her, bringing suit to have 
the marriage annulled on the ground 
that he had been forced into it. 


The first verdict was reversed on a 


technicality. Mrs. Kennedy's defense 
was emotional insanity, and evidence 
was presented to show that her grand- 
father and great grand father had 
died in insane asylums, one in New 
Hampshire and one in Connecticut.
